My Lord, Foreran Office, July 2, I 891. 

I HAVE received your despatch No, 90 of the Kith ultimo relative Jo the 
intention of the Egyptian Government to propose certain mod ideations in the 
constitution of the Alexandria Municipality. 

In the meanwhile the Egyptian Government invite the assent of Her Majesty's 
Government to the extension for one year (tlial i* to say T till the end, of 1895) of the 
present system, whereby that Municipality is authorized to collect a small tax on 
imports and exports 

In view rtf the.circumstances explainod iu your despatch, Her Majesty’s Gqvern- 
meet are ready to assent to the continued levy of this tax by the Alexandria 
Municipality until the end of next year, and you are authorized to inform the 
Egvptian Government accordingly.

! HAVE the honour to address- year Lordship on the subject ml a reservoir to hold 
up Hits water of the Kile in Upper Egypt, This question involves such important issue 
of various descriptions, that it will be desirable Lluit I should discus the whole subject at- 

some length, . r , r 

The very remarkable improvement whicli has taken place in the material condition 
of the (Simple of Egypt during the last ten years is now generally admitted by all 
impartial persons. Amongst the various causes which have cun tribute'! to_iIns improve¬ 
ment, i have no hesitation in assigning the first place 10 the reforms which have been 
ejected in the system of irrigation, l’ir>1, the (l barrage/’ which controls the water supply 
of the Delta, was repaired. This work was completed in 1-800. The result was a great 
increase in tlio production of cotton, and a marked improvement in the material 
condition of the whole population of the Deltaic region. Then, a variety of nsiucxr but 
still very important improvements wore made in the irrigation system of Ilppor^gvpt, 
<V Of the result!* of these latter works is that the country is now gnarant^d against the 
wovaft etfiiCta of a very low Kile* such ns that of i$7S> by reason o: which, us S well 
remember* the people of Upper Egypt died of starvation in no inconsiderable numbers. 
Lastly, the attention of the Public Works Department was directed to the question ol 
creating a large reservoir in Upper Egypt in order to store the .snrjiliw water ot the •'■i.e. 
The necessity of building a reservoir of this iWvipiion has lor a long Mine past been 
generally recygmseik The main difficulty lum been to decide where it should be

It lias been studied in the moat exhaustive 
manner by several of the most competent engineers in the world. All* save M* litmld* 
have arrive it at one conclusion. Hr. Houle has not- arrived at any definite court its ion, but 
it ia obvious, from n perusal of Iris Report that his main reason for opposing be 
Assouan project is that, unlike his colleagues, lie shrinks from the responsibility of 
making an unpopular proposal, .1 do not believe that further examination would 
elucidate any fresh facts. The decision to he taken is difficult and important* but I see 
no adequate reason lor delay. 

There remains one further scheme to be considered, via., the dam at Knlnbslinh. 
This is the only alternative to the Assouan project which appears to merit serious 
consideration, ft will he: desirable that J should quote the precise words of Sir Benjamin 
Baker and Signor Tomcelti in dealing with 1 1 sis. branch of the question. 

In paragraph ft of their Report they ky down the etiginecving conditions which arc 
necessary to the construction of any dam, and they add—

U would jqvpear from the paragraph wliich T have quoted above that the construction 
of a dam at Kmtabsbali is not altogether impossible, in spite of the great depth of water* 
hut that the expense would be very heavy. On this poll t l have La observe that, within 
reasonable limits* I fchmild prefer to h’O more money spent and the Phihe Temple 
preserved intact rather ilian adopt thv cheaper project at ttie cost of injuring i'hilie. 
But the question is one of degree. Tlic Commission do not give mi estimate of the cost 
of executing 1 be Kakbshali project, I-’rom all I hear, l understand that it would h-o 
prohibitive, Jforc than this* both the majority of the Com mission and the engineers of 
the Mgyplian Public Work^ Department are xo manilestly of opinion tlmb from nti 
engineering point of view* the Assouan site is far preferable to any other that* in view 
more especially of the vast importance of perfect safety, I should hesitate to recommend 
the adoption of u quasi3enable scheme, when a place which meek with llie mupndificd 
approval of the highest engineering autkorllieK is peady tn hand, l cannot think that 
the Assouan site would hare been ■<> strongly recommended as the only practically 
feasible project if all ch it could, be raid in kvour of the Knkbshah sctieme had not been 
very fully and carefully considered, Xevertbclea^ as this h the only point winch 
appears to me to be at all open to doubt, your Eordidiip may think it desirable, before 
deciding on what attitude to adopt* to consult further with Bir Benjamin Raker* who is in 
London, and who would no doubt gladly afford to Her Majesty**Government any further 
infoi?

The elements 
which are persistently hostile to England will combine with tlmsc which are usually 
friend]v. and it is to he remembered tlmt the very complicated international system 
lint i cr which the Egyptian Administration is to some extent curried on affords numerous 
loopholes for hostile action. On (he whole. therefore, I am rdudunfly obliged to 
promise that there should he no departure from (he system of inviting public lenders 
which has hitherto teen in praeitec. As there are three important works to bo con¬ 
structed, it may bo Imped that an English firm will obtain the contract for making at 

least one of them. ._ , . ... , , 

French opposition to the whole project will, I think, in no small degree depend upon 

whether any French contractors obtain a portion of the work. 

I have thus laid the whole case Indore your Lordship. The matter is one of groat 
importance, and I would beg llml it should be very fully considered, and that I should tie 
placed in uoScasiffli of 1 lie views nf Her Majesty’s Government by the lime I return to 
Jvypt early in October. 1 am anxious that the work should be done, but 1 would add 
that what i most of all wish to avoid is. that the project should he abandoned it it he 
once taken in hand by reason of political opposition.

IT has at length become necessary that 1 should thaw your Lordship's attention to 
t lie conduct of a local newspaper, published in French, under the name of the '‘Journal 
Rgyptinn 11 ami owned by a certain Pietro Cuarnieri, an Italian subject. Au opportuity 
bo 3 now occurred for dealing with lltici individual in a manner which, if your Lordship 
■should sec flt to support it, could not fail to exercise a very salutary effect, for reasons 
which will appear in the course of tills despatch. 

To describe, first, the antecedents of Guariueri. lie was at one time correspondent of 
the Egyptian GazMte,” and later, of the Phare d’Alevandrie/ 1 and us such in a position 
bordering on misery, without either capital or other means of subsistence, lie is an 
Italian subject, but bus not, I understand, performed his military service in Italy, and, 
therefore, cannot re turn there. Upwards of a year ago lie started u paper on his own 
account under the title of “Journal Egyptian,” which lias from ihc first been distinguished 
by the most rabid abuse of the Protecting Power. It is generally accepted here, and even 
the Regent, when 1 spoke to him about it, did not deny it, that the money for this venture 
is supplied from the Palace. Its circulation is small and quite inadequate to support it, 
but the Anglophobic articles produced have nevertheless an extensive circulation, from 
the fact that they are reproduced in the native press. 

Soma time ago the .Kalian Consul-General, Signor Pftr.&n, sent for this Gnarnieri ami 
warned him not to continue publishing these violent articles, Gmu-nidi replied that it 
paid him nod that he ijhist make :l living, and threatened in ease of a second warning, 
which precedes suppression, to transfer bis paper to the name ol a French subject. 
Signor Paiiza, however, threatened him with expulsion from Egypt., a right wliteh ihc 
Italian Consul-General has power to exercise over hia < l &dniintetr&”

En the issue of yesterday, however, (here appears n paragraph containing a directly 
libellous falsehood of the most injurious character directed nguinet the British authorities, 
which 1 venture to submit herewith for vour Lordship's consideration (Inclosure - J, 

llacl Signor Pansta been here, I do'nut doubt teat he would, upon the strength of 
this infamous attack made by an Italian subject upon a friendly country, have carried out 
Ids men nee to esc his right of expulsion. As he is, however* away cm Leave, and the 
Consul is in charge, I fear'that the latter might hesitate to take au stfuiijr a measure and 
might have recourse to the former expedient ol a second warning. Should tlds he done

A few days age it came to lho knowledge ofthe Slave Trade Department that seme 
female Soudanese slaves from Wadai had been brought irate Cairo. Investigations 
promptly, but secretly, act on foot seen brought the whole transaction to light. The 
hIlu'oh had been detained by the merchants in the neighbourhood of the Pyramids, and 
had eventually baen conveyed into town to the house of no less a person than Ali Pasha 
Chcrif, President of the Legislative Council since its estublishmcrat. Evidence was souu 
forthcoming which led to the arrest of the merchants nnd brokers concerned, and certain 
of the slaves were traced to various individual* of more or leas import a uuo in Cairo, Tht 
first-of those whoso arrest the Director of the Slave Trade Department, Sclmaffar Bey, 
ordered made ra frail cmifessirm, and gave evidence which confirmed the fact that a second 
*lraro had been bought by Hussein Pasha Wfissif, cx-Di rector of Watts, a third by 
Chawitrbi Paahq., a member of flic legislative Council, and agent for one of the 
Khcdiviul estates, while three others had been bought 3jy Ali Pasha Chcrif, Eo whose 
house they had all originally been conveyed.

At this point in the story it may be of interest to remind your Lordship that early 
in their review of the Budget this year the Legislative Council protested against the 
continuance of the Slavery Department* n* involving an unnecessary expenditure. 

Warrants were accordingly issned by the Slave Trade Department for the arrest of 
these four individuals. The two first were secured nnd released on hail, Chavarbi 
Fitslira was not found, and AH Paatm Oh a r if, on finding Himself detrained as a prisoner, 
claimed Italian nationality, nnd, pending the proof of his claim, was banded over to the 
Italian Consul, who has set him at liberty on bail 

Profound as was the sensation in all classes when it was known that three Pashas 
had been charged with complicity in slave-trading, it was small compared with that 
produce[1 by the news that the imppn&cd Egyptian President of what is locked on os the 
most exclusively national institution, who had always ostensibly availed, himself of 
Egyptian nationality nnd used the Native Tribunals, should, when detected in breaking 
the Egyptian law, endeavour to shield himself by announcing that he was tm Italian 
subject. 

The Egyptian law, in accordance with the stipulations of the Anglo-Egypfi&n 
Convention of the dth August, I877 f prescribes that rail persona exercising, directly or 
indirectly, a Traffic, in Slaves, aw a'ell ns their accomplices, shall be handed over to a 
court-martial fur (rial.

two panics to a. bargain, tin's difficulty i-emms to have presented itself before, because in 
July 1S80 a Circular, copy of which 1 lutve tin.- honour to inclose, was addressed by (ho 
Minister of the Interior to (he Mudirs, pointing ouL that since according to die terms 
of the AnghvEgyptian CmivcnUun every individual involved in. tiie transaction of slave- 
dealing is considered us an accomplice of she merchant, tt was to be understood that- 
purchasers were to be looked on in the same liglit as sutlers. This Circular has been 
the authority followed since its publication in rail similar cases.

IN coutimmtion of previous correspondence on the subject of tlio slave-'trading 
charges brought against certain persons of high standing here, I have the honour to 
report that although it had been originally arranged dint the court-martial should take 
place this day, in deference fo the views of the Regent, who wan anxious for 
time to communicate with the Khedive, and for reasons of convenience, it was decided 
lo postpone it for one day. Tins decision had, however, not yet been com mu- 
moated to the Regent when a telegram from his Excellency v,-ad received by the Acting 
Sirdar, directing him to suspend the court martial and take no decision as to its constitn- 
tipri* this instruction being formulated in consequence of a telegram to that cffisal from 
the Khedive. As il appeared lo urn that neither l-Iis Highness nor the Regent had any 
authority to interfere with the course of justice* and the court-martial was the natural 
consequence of the charges brought by the Slave Trade Bureau, I sent tv message, through 
Mr. Curst, to the Regent to the effect that A might be deferred till Tuesday, to give 
time for communication, but that any further delay would have a most deplorable edict> 
and would certainty lead to very serious consequences, Mr. (rorst nko explained to bin 
Excellency l!iul l.hc charges hud already been given to the accused and the Court 
summoned to moor . that it was therefore practically too bite to make any change, oven 
if circumstances could justify it 

1 should be mo*i unfair to Nubur Pasha if, in reporting this pSmsc of the situation, 
which at one time threatened to become acute, I did not ;il llm same time explain to 
your Lordship llint he lias throughout acted With the best spirit, stud with a most laud¬ 
able desire to sec justice dona, but lie was placed in a very difficult position between his 
anxiety to do justice, titid at Hie same rime to meet the wishes of the Viceroy, who, pro¬ 
bably, is only very slightly acquainted with the merits of the '.mug, mid who has received 
many m'geiit telegrams pJending their cause from the accused, Much was, no doubt, 
made of rim vtev, entertained by M Itoccaserrn, which i have explained iu my despatch 
No. 124 ot the 31st August, and which, like everything else in Egypt, wits at once given 
id the press, to ho publicly discussed, misunderstood, and exaggerated, 

The Regent’s view appears to Imre been that rime uiighL have been galneil by 
renewing im already cOfidiidcd investigatiou into (he Icgnl uspect. of the cose, so that the 
snalfor might, perhaps, have dragged on until the Khedive returned, which would 
inevitably have led to Ibr graver com plications. But it appeared to me that any inter¬ 
ference id ike Administration with the course of justice w hen once it had been sot in 
motion p simply because the accused were persons of some prominence, wa?, not to be 
tolarated 7 nor could it be reconciled with the engagements wlijnsh Egypt, contracted by 
the Convention with Great Britain for. the suppression of the Slave Trade in 1877- 

1 at the same time advised the Acting Sirdar to reply to the telegraph ii 
message he had received ordering Mm to suspend the court-martial in the following 
term:!: ** Court-martial haw been postponed rill Tuesday/' 

The result of these steps has been that the Regent has this morning revoked his 
-orders to the Acting Sirdar to suspend the courtmiartial, and it will meet £imii arrow 
morning at 0. 

What the result of the churUmuriial will he it is not easy to predict, All the native 
population who are capable of foaling rm the subject are from all accounts, in a state of 
extreme excitement. The native press baa stimulated these passions with every kind of 
extravagant story, and the whole afihir has been represented ns u British intrigue to 
discredit Uie Legislative Council and humiliate Egypt, If il nko becomes known that 
the Khedive has exerted himself actively on behalf yf tlie accused, this rnay have its 
influence on the timid natures of I ho Egyptian officers who compose thy Court, On the other 
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hand, the fact that the Khedive's endeavor have been unavailing to stay process may 
be of service in nerving: them to their duties. Whatever the results may be, aa far as 
acquittal nr condemnation goes, the fact of their complicity in the transaction bos 
tically been admitted by at least two of the three accused, while against one of them, i 

understand, a previous convict ion is recorded.

The local Sheikhs have undertaken to -support the Government in the suppression 
of contraband, and Major ‘Wingate lias arranged for a apodal force of police patrols 
between Has TCasnr anil Akik, all vessels arriving being obliged to come Co the latter 
port. 

Tie further suggests the advisability of a maritime surveillance ot the coast to 
prevent the trade in slaves and contraband which he maintains is going on.

The opinion of the doctors, however* admitted only of one alternative course, 
namely, to leave the Pasha under accusation and in medical care uulil such time as he 
should have been pronounced strong enough to take his trial. But. as it appeared 
extremely improbable that he could ever hare been pronounced strong enough to 
undergo the punishment which would have followed a finding of guilty, a pardon would 
have ensued* and the re-suit would have been much the sarnie. 

The lid! confession which he 1ms. now made will, 1 think, be sufficient lo dispose nf 
any suspicion of nn lue severity, and It carries with it to those who have studied the vase 
Ihrougiuntl, u eondeninatiou of the findings of the first court-martial in acquitting the 
two Tnsdms who were Involved in the same transaction. 

In conclusion, ! (rust t may he allowed to express my opinion that the great

THE resignation by Ali Pasha Sheri T of the Presidency of the Legislative Council 
having been Sent into the Palace, that body is now without a President. 

It will assemble at the beginning of October, when the chair will he filled by the 
Vice-President, it' in the meantime the nomination lias not. been made. 

The appointment is made, as your Lordship is no doubt aware, directly by the 
Khedive, without reference to the Council of Ministers 

Tn the present instance, however, I learn front Xubar Pasha that ho has been 
consulted by His 11 ighness, and has submitted four names from which the selection 
will certainly be made. 

The first is that of Hawaii Pasha Mil ray, the actual V ice- President, an appoint¬ 
ment winch would bo altogether unobjectionable. The second is aidar Pasha, a 
Turk of the old school, thoroughly Turkish in sympathy. In view of the pieseut 
relations between the Khedive and fSonstanti no pie, the choice of Haidar is less 
probable. The third is Ahd-el-Kader Pasha, who at one time occupied the position of 
Minister of the Interior, and whose return to office has been contemplated. Finally, 
there is Suleiman Paslui Almssu, who, in contradistinction to the three former, lias 
emerged from the Fellah class, of which tie is the most notable represeutnt ive, and 
who is one of the largest landed proprietors in Egypt. Ho is a man of considerable 
character, not altogether free from Hie suspicion of intrigue, and was a qualified 
sympathiser with the Arabist movement. 

Nubar Pasha informed mo that he had selected the above four names with every 
confidence that their candidature would be acceptable to all parties. He is himself 
no friend to the Legislative Council, and from the inquiries which l have made, 1 do 
not think that the nomination of any one of the lour would give real grounds for 
apprehension, though some are certainly preferable to others. 

The matter is rather a delicate one to handle, as any direct interference on our 
part would certainly be resented, and might only lead to an unsatisfactory selection. 

In conversation with the Khedive the other day, l endeavoured to ascertain his 
views by inquiring whether he had yet directed his attention to the question of tilting 
the vacancy. His Highness replied that certain names were under consideration, but 
that he had not yet arrived at any decision* He gave me to unde rstand that he was 
anxious to choose a President who was in no way a partisan.

No reinforcements are being sent from Omdurman to llcgaf, and an arrival who 
left Omdurman at a later date than Slatiu's letter states that the steamers had left 
Omdurman for Rcgaf without men ; it is thought by some that the Khalifa intends to 
evacuate his southern provinces, but this requires confirmation. 


Kordoftm, Darfur, avid Northern Kuhr^vl-Ghasal, 

S la tin confirms former in format ion to the effect that. Rabeh is now ruler of 
Baginiu , and he also con [inns the news of the disturbances in Western Darfur; in fact, 
those tribes who took such an active part hi the so-called Semmi (Abu Gtgimaiza) 
revolt (1889) have apparently claimed their independence, and have refused to pay 
any tribute. 

Whether these tribes arc instigated by the lieutenants of Kaheh or by partisans 
from the Sultan of Wadai is not yet clear. 

But it is more than likely that some outside influence is at work amongst them. 

When it is considered that the locality of these disturbances is nol far removed 
from Zemio and Belgian influence, and that all this country is now open to the 
Montcil (French) expedition by reason of llic latest ! ran cd-B elgian treaty, it may 
be assumed that ere long we may expect to hear of some interesting combinations 
in those districts, which, from their geographical and political conditions, form au 
easily accessible route to the Nile Valley in the vicinity of Fashoda. 

A Jaali arrival named liy, Zcin Salem states that Ids tribe think the time has 
now come for the reconquest of the Soudan, and they arc secretly rejoicing. 

At first there was much talk in the town and many remarks about the weakness 
of the Dervishes, who had lost Kassnla when opposed by only a small force of Italian 
levies. They spoke of the probability of a Government advance on Berber and 
Dongola, and how they would seize and kill Zaki and then surrender the town. 

When the news Sheikh ihrahkalfs arrival at Disihil reached Berber it. was 
generally believed that his Arabs wore the scouts of an army advancing from 
Suakin. 

Zaki is still fearful of an advance from Suakin, and actively patrols the country 
round Berber. 

A secret agent states that he obtained the following numbers from Kaki’s 
Secretary at Berber as to the force there: cavalry 423, Jchudia 300, and some 
thousands of Arabs, The wall at Berber, which is merely n mud construction 
inclosing Zulu’s house and the Jolmdia camp, is nearly completed. 

People coining from Sun km to Berber are now very carefully inspected, as there 
is a rumour that the Government is making overlures with the principal dunlin for the 
overthrow of the Baggavas. 

Kassaluj Gedaref\ and Neighbourhood* 

As previously reported, Ahmed Fedil’s original force numbered some 3,000 men, 
and they with their Chief left Omdurman on or about the 9th July.

‘ ' YOUR Lordship is without doubt aware that for many years past the orgauization 
of tbc Department of the Interior in Egypt haa jives, rm to much discussion. Without 
entering Into any elaborate details on tin: subject I may say tlmt on the one h«nd it was 
contended that the presancc of an Inspector-General at liead^qijurto arid of European 
Inspectors acting under his orders in the provinces, diminished thy authority or the native 
provincial officiate, and generally led to a division of responsibility winch was deLmiumtuL 
to the public interest. On the other band, it was urged _that, without some European 
control and inspection, nil the old abuses which existed prior to tha Hviti&h Occupation 
would revive. There was a good deni of force in hoik these arguments. 

On assuming office test summer Nubnr Pasha took the mutter up, and l hayo now tho 
honour to iudo&c a copy of a Report which he recently addressed to His Highness tlm 
Khedive, and also of a Decree, Both the Report and the Decree have been published in 
the <( Official Journal :* Your Lordship will ob&ervo that the post of Inspector- General is 
abolished, and (bat Sir. Gorrt i« naincij Adviser (“ Coaisitlw "> to ti* 

Mr. Goret will have no executive authoiity, but ! have received from Nnbar f ««

Into the detail of there it U ecar^ly necossary that 
ought, however, to remark that whatever may have been the defects of the system winch 







has now been abolished* Colonel Settle, hie predecessors* find the officers working under 
him, deserve the utmost credit for the manner in which, under difficulties of a very excep¬ 
tional nature* they have carried cut the functions conferred upon them. In fact, in spite 
of a defective system, tlio duties of the police have on the whole been well performed. 
The md reason which militates ita favour of a change is that* in view of the very peculiar 
and abnormal conditions under which the administration of Egypt is now carried on, it was 
desirable to reform a system which, whatever may he its merits or demerits* unquestionably 
caused a good deal of friction between the Egyptian and the English branches ol the 
Administration. 

1 should bo very grateful to your Lordship if the high opinion I entertain of the 
services rendered by Colonel Settle in Egypt, both in a military and civil capacity, could 
be brought to the notice of the proper authorities of 1 he War Office, Those services* I 
may remark, have been fully appreciated bv It is Highness the Khedive, who tins conferred 
on + Colonel Settle the first dass of the Order of Lbe M&djtgfoh. Colonel Settle's 
departure from Egypt will be regretted, not only by those who have been brought into 
contact with him in the discharge of his official duties, but also, l am informed, by ninny 
others who fully recognize tlio good work lie has performed in this country.

My Lonl, Cairo t November 8 , 1894, 

IN continuation of my despatch No, 150 of the Gth instant, I have the honour to 
submit to your Lordship certain observations of a confidential nature relative to tho 
recant orgamaatioE. of tno Department of the Interior. 

Konr Lordship will obacr^'e that a Report addressed, by Nubnr Foslio to the 
Kbcdivo accompanies the Decree under which Mr, Qorst is named Advisor to the 
Minister of the Interior., i did not see this Report until the whole affair had been 
settled. 1 considered that by far the wisest jdnu to adopt was to leave Nubar lash a 
to conduct the busings with tho Khedive- in bis own way. Subsequently Nubar 
ftwha showed tho Report to me. 1 told him that l did not ncu any nooenaity to 
publish any Report* but that if anything was published it would ho most advi&iblc to 
avtihl cruifling needless irritation. The original Report underwent some meditations 
in eo use quo nee of tbosu oliscrvatfons. It is, however* to be regretted that tho 
modifications were not carried further. Nubar Pasha fo main idea evidently was to 
pregent tbe uniL ter to the native public m a mauncr which would bo caloulated 
to acquire u certain amount of popularity for liiinsetr. In this lie seems, so far as 1 
can judge* to have failed., ills lienort la m reality an attack upon tho police system 
it bus heretofore exiated. Moreover, ho allowed it to ho inferred that the 
fJ74l 2 0 
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appointment of an European Advisor has been forced upon him. The English 
officials have been irritated by the attack. The. small body of natives wlia resent 
Mr. Borafa appointment have in no way been conciliated by the manner in which 
Nubar Pasha has presented the matter to the public. On the other hand, there is a 
large lrody of native public opinion, which is less noisy than the minority, and in 
respect to which no apology for Mr. Gotst'a nomination was necessary. For a long 
time past the nialathnkiidrntton. of the Ministry of the Interior has been a subject _of 
general complaint. The class o£ whom 1 am now speaking hail, therefore, with 
pleasure the nomination of an Englishman to this Department. 

There can, I think, be no doubt that Nuh&r Easha would have noted more wisely 
if ho had published no Bep^ri. However tltis may be, the subject was not one which 
called for any remarks from me. 

The rail point of importance was the nomination of Mr, Gorst to he “ Consytiler.” 

I observed that Kubar Pasha In Iris Report made use of some expressions from which 
it might ho inferred, not only that the Adviser would have no Executive functions, 
but also that his freedom of action in respect to obtaining information might be so 
crippled as seriously to impair his utility. ,1 accordingly wrote to Boutros Pasha, the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, a semi-offieml letter, of which I inclose a. copy, Boutros 
Pasha called on me, and earnestly begged me to withdraw this letter* I could see that 
he feared that my action would bring on a crisis between the Khedive and Nulmr 
Pasha, between whom, E fancy, there is sonic little coldness at present, f consented 
to withdraw the letter. I substituted in its place another letter of a less formal 
character, of which, together with Nubiir Pashas answer,. I have the honour to inclose 
a copy. 

[ am convinced that Nub nr Pasha himself has no wish to place any restraints on 
Mr. BorsiA action, but, should any question of his position arise in the future, it is aa 
well that there should be something on record to show that the particular passages m 
Nuliar Pasha’s Report which deal with the functions of the Advisor did not pass 
unchallenged. Hence my action in this matter, which will, 1 trust, meet with your 
Lordship's approval,

“These matters, however/ 1 continues the article, "concern the authorities and not 
the newspapers, itia rather the business of the latter to consider the political aspect of 
this state of affairs with regard to Egypt and England, 

“That the Italians, whilst all the time remaining loyal to their agreement with 
England, should one day be obliged to push forward to Khartoum to dislodge the 
Mahdlists, appears to ms scarcely possible/ 3 pays the writer of Elvis article* “ but that 
England should remain m inactive spectator of what they are forced to do, not only to 
put an end to the continual incursion b of the savages, hut also to free the occupiers of 
Egypt from the troubles that Mnlidikm inflicts on them. This we do not believe 
possible, In any ease if it were so, nnil it became our by no means easy tost to meet 
the attacks of the Caliph alone, nml to pull Jhe chestnuts out of the fire for Great 
Britain aa the ‘Full Moll Ouzctie 1 observes, we do not believe that such could be the 
ease without what that journal calls ‘an adequate recompense/ It is not only in 
Erythrcm and on the Soudan frontier that Italy possesses important interests to 
watch over with respect to which she has the right, in return for her loyalty, to call for 
the eo-operalion of England, with whom we now exert a common action in Africa* 

“ All along the shores of the Mediterranean these interests are of the greatest 
importance to her, and it is there, we believe, that in duo course of time may bo found 
* the adequate compensation' which the London journal rightly emphasizes So far*—wo 
say it with all frankness—from the point of view of simple diplomatic action, nothing 
has come to light which even faintly accentuates the possibility of obtaining any 
■co-operation whatever, even of n moral kind, from England, and thin is wrong, and 
cannot really much encourage public opinion in Italy to pursue the pliases of an African 
policy common to the two nations. Wc are perfectly well aware that the position of the 
English in Egypt is delicate, difficult, and surrounded with snares {“insidiata”), and that 
£lic policy which the London Cabinet adopts must Fib cautious and guarded towards the 
opponent h of (his position, mid those who intrigue against it. But we do not sec why 
this cautious and guarded attitude should be maintained to such an extent as to let (lie 
Mediterranean interests of Italy bo forgotten, unci to their being postponed in order to 
satisfy the exigencies of those parties which have always created trouble for Great 
Britain in Egypt, whilst we, on the contrary, by a policy of true and loyal friendship in 
Europe, and by military action of no despicable kind in liytftroea, have so far favoured 
tbe. ends of English diplomacy, 

“ Having given this warning, wo shall calmly await events, and give credit to (he 
Government if it is able to obtain diplomatically that due compensation which 
corresponds fo those military sacrifices which we have made, and shall perhaps continue 
to make, in Africa, to the evident advantage of the English policy/ 1

.A SHORT tiiiifj ago a Petition, of which I have the honour to inclose a copy, was 
presented to me by n certain El ilaj Ibrahim Omar-el-.Moghrabi, a R-eucb subject, 
requesting my intervention in the matter of a claim for rent brought by him against a 
member of the Army of Occupation, 

I sent this Petition to General Walker, who returned it with the statement which 
forms Inclosnro No. 2. 1 then forwarded these documents to Sir John Scott for hi» 
tjbscrvatinns. His answer forms Enclosure No. 3, 

The case is one of considerable interest, involving, as it does* thy important 
principle in international law of tlio status of an Army of Occupation* The facts are 
as follows 

Ibrahim, Omar let an apartment in Cairo on lease (o Robert Nelson, a conductor 
of tlm Ordnance Store Corps, For the period of one year From the 1st April, 1880. 

The contrail, which waa drawn up in Amide, obtained a clause to the effect 
that., unless notice of intention to quit was given by the lessee n month before the 
expiration of the lease, tho contract should ho considered as roue wed for another 
year. 

Conductor Nelson appears to have signed the contract without making himself 
thoroughly acquainted with its condition?, and being ignorant of this clause failed to 
give the necessary notice, When, therefore, Nelson wished* at tho expiration of the 
lease, to rout the house lor a few months longer, Ibrahim Omar refused tho terms, 
and claimed a whole year's rent, 

Conductor Nelson appealed to the General Officer Commanding Her Majesty's 
forces on the question of his liability, but was informed (aide Incloaure No. 2) that the 
General could not interfere, 

Ibrahim Omar thereupon brought an action in the Mixed Courts against 
Conductor Nelson for recovery of the rent, mad, the defendant not appearing, obtained 
Judgment by default. Nelson did not appeal, but, had he done so, it is certain that 
the Judgment would have been the same. Ho had no valid defence in Jaw. 

Ibrahim Omar, being still unable to obtain payment, got tin order from the 
Courts for the sequestration of Conductor Nelson's pay. This order was delivered to 
General Welker, who refused to receive it, informing the Courts that he had no power 
to stop the pay of the soldiers under his command. 

Thus the matter stands. The plaintiff U unable to obtain payment of a debt to 
which he h legally entitled. 

Lius state of things is not satisfactory, anil it appears to bo desirable that some 
authoritative decision should be taken to whether the jurisdiction of tho Mixed 
Courts i.H to be recognized to cases where members of the Army of Occupation are 

concerned. 

The rule of it iter national Jaw by which an Army of Occupation enjoys tho 
privileges of exterritoriality ih stated at the ccanmincement of Sir John Sootts letter.

Memorandum by General Walker, 

CONDVCTGE NELSON, Ordnance Store Corps, took the bouse referred to from 
the 1st April, 1890, to the Slat Miirclb 18G1, and be continued to occupy it till tile 
dOtb June, 1801, when be was ordered into barracks. 

On the SOtll May, 1M)2, I lie General Officer Commanding iu Egypt received an 
injunction from the Mixed Tribunals to stop Cbnduotor Nelson's pay for the purpose 
of paving the rent, of Conductor Nelson's house for the nine moil tbs from the 1st July, 
1881, till the 31st March, 1&A2, 

Called on for an explanation, Conductor Nelson reported ns follows;— 

I originally font the house referred to for one year from the 1st April, 1R9Q, to 
the 31st March, 1.881, when the landlord was paid the last quartern rent (1st January, 
1801, to the 31st March, 1091). On or about the 31st January, 1891, I to was informed 
flmt J would not enter into a contract for another year* but would pay monthly in 
advance, my liability to cease with the payment of the current mouth's rent. He said 
it would be mil right. 

When he was tendered the mouth's rent, on or about the 1st April, 1801, under 
flic foregoing arrangement, lie sunl be had not understood it in that way. H^however, 
look the month's rent, but would not give me n receipt until the third month to 
complete the quarter was paid for. 

! limn iiad tlie contract, which is in Arabic, examined, 1 1 appears there is a 
danse in it which says that if notice is not given one month before the expiration of 
the year, the contract would be considered renewed for another year: and it is on the 
strength of Hies that the landlord claims nine mouths' rent for the period (1st July* 
185)1, to the 31st March, ISO2) during which time bis house was not occupied 
by me. 

I was suddenly ordered into barracks to occupy vacant quarters Lti June lust year. 
The landlord's Boat) was then offered the key of the house, but ho refused to lake it; 
the landlord bunsold was also offered the key, with the same result, l:le was paid bis 
rent up to the 30th June, 1891, the date on which I vacated bis bouse. 

Conductor Nelson w« iniorturffi that 1;ho question of his liability for the rent 
claimed must be decided by the Jaw Courts, ami that the General could not interfere. 

The Mixed Tribunals were informed that the General had no power to atop 
Conductor .Nelson's pay.

My dear Lord Cromer, November 1, 1894. 

AS regards the question of the liability of the Army of Occupation to the Civil 
Tribunals of tlm country, the question is now in Egypt; but there see-mu no doubt as 
to the principle. A foreign army stationed in the territory of another State is exempt (, . 

from the civil and criminal jurisdiction of the place. The immunity given to a 


Sovereign and his Ambassadors extends to any military force the Sovereign may have 
in the foreign country. Bor purposes of jurisdiction, they are supposed by a legal 
fiction not to have quitted the territory of their nation, 

But although the Army of Occupation may insist cm tills, strict role, certain deroga¬ 
tions may he convenient iu view of the duration of the occupation and the fact that the 
two Bulcra are in amity, 

Numlmr* of the Army of Occupation may want to bring claims, yet they could aoi- 
daim the right to sue if they reject iu principle the liability to be sued* 

In the present ease the claim was for an ordinary private debt, It did nut arise 
out. of the defendant's duties as a member of the Army of Occupation* lie accepted 
the summons, and, indeed, was informed £, tliat the question of his liability imi^t c 
decided by the Law Courts. 1 ' In spite of this, lie allowed tho to go against bun 
by default. lie made no opposition to the default, and did not appeal, ami the 
Apparent defence on tho merits cannot be raised how. 

Next comes the question of execution. His pay cannot be seised, on account of 
the rules of the British army, and {.his rule is nnakgous to the rule of the Native and 
Mixed Courts since 1890, that Government pay or pensions cannot be seised. Even 11 
he lift* hoods and chattels in his present house, the bailiffs cannot enter the barracks; 
hut, if he has other property, I think that could be seised, always supposing that the 
British authorities arc willing to waive their strict rights, as by their action iil tins 
case they seem to be, in order to obtain the advantages of the ordinary tribunals. He 
probably has no other property and bis person cannot, of course, bn taken for judgment 
And costs 

At the same Lime, the Mixed Ccmrkwill no doubt say that, as the defendant 
accepted their jurisdiction, lie is hound to satisfy (if he is able) a judgment, which, 

according to their procedure, is final and binding. p

ultimo relative to the proposed reduction of the British garrison in Egypt. 

1 wish to preface my remarks by observing that it is lor obvious reasons 
impossible to deal with this question adequately in any despatch intended lor publica¬ 
tion. 1 would ask, therefore, that my present despatch be considered as stuciti 

C ° tll, On receipt of your Lordship's despatch under reply, I naturally placed myself in 
communication with the General Officer Commanding Her Majesty s forces m this 
country, Frederick Walker’s opinion is that, so long ns matters remain as a. 

present, I he garrison might safely bo reduced, hut that h anv dietin-bancos ensncii 
In winch both the civil population and the Egyptian army acted together against thr 
British forces, the present garrison would not bo more than sufficient U> deal w itb 
the situation, and that, therefore, <m Ihc assumption that any such combination rx 
probable, it would not im desirable to diminish the garrison, . 

The probability* or otherwise, of a combination of this "description, depends 
wholly on the political situation in Egypt. It is, therefore, incumbent on me to 
express an opinion as to the general nature of that situation. _

from the British occupation. He won grateful for Uie nssiatance winch at tlie time 
or the Arab! rebellion had been aflbvdcd tn him by Her Majesty s & mucut, j ,t 
attached the utmost importance to tho maintenance of a good undersUimluig witu 
England, and his influence was cxerkd in order to secure a gooEhindurstLUicling 
between the English and native officials of the Egyptian tiuvcrnnieut. 
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Under these 'circumstances, it became possible to reduce the British garrison* 
The maintenance of a British force was necessary, but It was highly improbable 
that the occasion for using British troops in order to quel! any disturbance would 
arise. 

TIus state of things lasted for the first year after the accession of the present 
Khedive* 

I need not dwelt in detail on the events which look place in January I89J. ft 
will be sufficient for me to say I hat from that time forth the Khedive became the 
rallying point of all those who for one reason or anothcr—sometimcs possibly from 
conviction, but more often from motives of self-interest—either were, or pretended 
to be, dissatisfied with the existing state of things in Egypt; These are the 
privileged classes, whose personal interests have been adversely affected by the 
reforms of the last few years ; the n IIra-M fi hornmedana, who are readily ted away by 
any amh Christian cry ; the more Ignorant of the old Arabists, with whom—probably 
without knowing it—the Khedive has found himself in alliance; and the small but 
important class who draw their inspiration from hostile fore ign, notably From French, 
sources* 

The number of those who represent the particular classes to whom I have 
alluded above is small, but the individuals concerned are both noisy and influential. 
They arc aided by a venal and unscrupulous press* The vast, majority of the 
people of Egypt, who entertain views very different to those to which 1 have alluded 
above, are either too timorous or too apathetic to make their voices heal'd* All 
the minor officials—who collectively area most important body—depend, or think 
they depend, on the Khedive for promotion ; and, whatever their real opinion may 
lie, will never dure to run counter tn what they believe to be his, views. Every one 
of Egyptian experience knows that the '* mot (ffordre” from the Palace constitutes 
Che real guide for the behaviour of a native official* 

All these considerations, taken by themselves, do not constitute a sufficient 
reason for maintaining a strong British garrison in Egypt. Another point has, 
however, to be taken into account. The Egyptian army is now well drilled and 
well armed* The Egyptian garrison of Cairo consists of four battalions of infantry, 
four squadrons of cavalry, a battery of horse artillery, and a mule mountain 
battery—in all, about 5,0-00 men. I have never entertained any doubt thin, if 
once sentiments based on differences of race and religion were evoked, the English 
officers of the Egyptian army would lose their authority over tlscir men* l have 
reason to believe that this view is shared by many of the most experienced 
English officers of the Egyptian army. It should never be forgotten that all the 
difficulties of the Egyptian question in its present phase arose from a mutiny in the 
army. I hear from in any trust wot thy sources that the native officers of the 
Egyptian army—■ who, should the occasion arise, will carry their men with them-— 
alt rough not absolutely discontented, ot inspired with mu feeling of active dislike 
towards their English officers* whose good qualities they recognise, are, at the same 
time, imbued with ideas which—whether they are called Arabist, patriotic, 
Kbedivial, or by any Other name—mean, in the event of their leading to positive 
action, a menace to public tranquillity and a considerable enhance meat of the 
difficulties which already attend the ultimate settlement of the Egyptian question* 
ft should not be forgotten that two years ago the Khedive uliowtd a disposition to 
tamper with the army ; or that Ills conduct on the frontier last year ahnosL excited 
a mutiny amongst the troops at Wady Haifa. 

It is this consideration, it Is ihe possibility to which Sir Frederick Walker has 
very wisely id hided, ut a combi nation between the army and the most turbulent and 
fa on lira I portion of the town populations, led on by a few agitators in the name of 
the Khedive, that makes me hesitate to recommend a reduction in the British 
garrison, 

Much, therefore, indeed I may almost say everything, depends on the future 
altitude of the Khedive. I need hardly say that any forecast I can make of his 
probable future atlilude can only be conjectural. Young and inexperienced as the 
Khedive is, lie 1ms srill, I think, learnt something by dm experience o! the last Lwo 
yea s. That be should appreciate at its true worth the opinions of the small 
coterie by whom he is surrounded, that he should fed that he is in reality extremely 
unpopular amongst the mass of the popuiation, Amongst whom he has acquired a* 
reputation of being very arbitrary and unjust, and who look to English influence to 
curb ids naturally imperious disposition, or that he should understand that most of 
those who now fawn upon ami batter him would at once turn against him if the 


British garrison were withdrawn, cannot, of com™* be expected. But I think lie 
begins to see the [utility of quarrelling with the English ffqvernment, und the 
desirability of working fairly well with the English officials here. Experience has 
so far taught him not Ho rely cm any very effective support from France or 1 tirkey. 
Moreover I do nut. think the Khedive's mind is cast in any very heroic mould. 

I should greatly doubt whether he would advisedly make an appeal to whatever real 
or spurious patriotism exists in this country if be thought, as he almost certainty 
would think, that, by doing so, his own position would be endangered, bo for ns I 
have been able to gather, he cares very little about matters which really afreet the 
vital interests of the country* I should greatly doubt whether he ever asks himfmlt 
it any proposed measure is’in the true interests of the Egyptians. What he dues ask 
himself is what the Egyptians will say or think about him and his personal dignity 

if lie agrees to the measure. . _*. 

Under all these circumstances,! am at present more hopeful than J have Lievu at 
nr,v time during the last two years of establishing some workable viiji-ntii 

with the Khedive. At the same time, i have very little confidence m the stability oi 
his character. At any moment matters may change for the worse, and.with all the 
disturbing elements which exist here, that is to say, the character ol the Khcrn , 
die weakness and timidity Of his present or of any other Egyptian Ml in alters, the 
violence of die racial and religious sentiments width may ho exulted,.the stun Nit; 
of the press, the activity of those hostile, and the torpidity of tho^ fovourab e,to 
the exercise of British influence, and the possible effect of foreign ititrigue on all die 
somewhat electrical parts of the whole machine of Government and egpu'iy in 
Egypt, it is not possible for any one to foresee what would be the consequences i 

sonic spark were imprudently allowed to fall, 

Uinter all these circumstance*, if 1 had to consider the question now under 
discussion, exclusively on its. own political and military merits, I should certainly 
recommend that I he British garrison be maintained, for the time being, at all 

events, at its present strength. * . 

It appear, however, impossible to treat the quest ion exclusively on its po Mical 
and military trier its* There is a financial aspect of the case which has to be 
considered. ' I understand from your Lordshijrs despatch under reply that, it the 
British garrison is mainUmifld at its present strength, the charge payable By the 
Egyptian Treasury will be increased lay $3*0001, a-ycar. I should observe that, in 
View of the peculiar sc stem of balancing the accounts of the year, wluvh, under 
international engagement, is imposed on the Egyptian Government, every charge in 
excess of the recognized limit of administrative expenditure has to he doubled. 
The payment of Lhis sum of £3,<m would, therefore, involve a payment ol a 
corresponding sum of tJ3,(H)0L to the Commissioners id the Debt* 1 he total tost to 
the Egyptian Treasury would, in consequence, be ’10,0001. On a small budget, such 
as that of Egypt this amount is considerable* but it is not so much the purely 
financial ns the political aspects of the question which have to be considered. 

The fact that some Departmental misunderstanding appear* to have take place

which I have alluded m this despatch, that no bud results will ensue from reducing 
the garrison, hi the Other case, namely, that of increasing the demands on the 
Egyptian Treasury, the validity of the objections, which 1 have urged in this 
despatch, do not, in my opinion, admit of doubt.

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At Lht dose of your Lordship's despatch, I am asked to what ox tent the 
garrison may he reduced, and at what dates the reduction can host he effected. 

As to the extent of the reduction, ] understand from the remarks contained in 
your Lorctahip’s despatch under reply, that if one battalion of infantry were with¬ 
drawn, the charge would be reduced to 87 , 000 ^ 

I consider that this would be the least objectionable method of reducing 
the garrison. There is a force of Egyptian field artillery stationed in Cairo,, I 
entirely agree with the view expressed to me verbally by Sir Frederick Walker, 
that an English field battery should remain. It would also be ay well to leave the 
English cavalry regime at now stationed here. 

The date at which the battalion h to be withdrawn may, I think* be regulated 
according to military convenience. Sir Frederick Walker will* without doubt, 
address the War Office authorities on this subject.

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The first of the above argument may be dismissed in a few words. The question 
has been studied and discussed in the minutest detail by the Government engineers 
and the members of the Technical Commission appointed to report upon the project. 

The former, and the majority of tho latter, are unanimous in considering- that the site 4 ■ 

in question is from the nature of the river bed, and the formation of the reek, fho 
only one north of the second cataract at which it would be safe to construct a work 
of the magnitude of that proposed. The only other possible sites arc those of 
KAIalesheb and Sikiteli; these have both been condemned from the point of view of 
hydraulic engineering by the majority of the Tech ni cal Commission, i.e,, by Sir 
Benjamin Baker and Signor Torricelli 

These experts have stated in the clearest terms as their Opinion, that there is only 
one safe site For a dam between Cairo and Wady Haifa, viss., the Assouan cataract. 

In the face of the above statement, with which the Public Works Ministry is in. 
entire accord, this latter can in no way accept the responsibility of constructing the 
Work at any other place than at Assouan, 

As regards the second objection, via., that there arc possibly other suitable sites 
to be found south of Wady Haifa, it is true that no detailed survey of the river above 
the second cataract has as yet been made. 

Sir John Bow ler, however, during the reign of the Khedive Ismail, made some * 

very close surveys of portions of the river between Wady Haifa and Dongola for tho 
purpose of laying out the line of railway projected to Khartoum. 

His plans go to show that hi all probability the only possible site for a dam and 
reservoir is at the cataract of Haunch, or at tho Khaibar Gate which lies a little to 
the south of it, Kow the Khnibar Gate is within some 10 miles of the town of 
Dongola, and consequently no work would be possible in this region until this town 
had been retaken from tile followers of the Mai id i. 

There is another point which the supporters of the argument in question would 
seem not to have grasped, viz., that even if, as is probable, a dam and reservoir be 
made at some future time to tho south of (bn second cataract, it Will still be imperative! 
to have a second dam and a second reservoir north of this place, and consequently 
nearer to iho point at which the water must be delivered for the purpose of irri¬ 
gation. 

The reason for this lies in thu waste which would inevitably ensue in the long j 

reach of river down which the water would have to travel before it arrived at the 
point of its delivery. 

The river elmmiel is net. in any way one of regular section, but consists mainly of 
long reaches of wide and shallow area, interspersed with islands and side clumuels, 
which are dry when the river is low. Any one who knows Iho Nile h aware of the 
tong time which elapses at the first rising of tho flood, before the effect of the rise at 
Wady Haifa is felt at Assouan and to tho north. The water has first to fill up all the 
■Hide channels, and to saturate their sandy beds, before any material increase is given 
to the volume passing down to the north. As the river, moreover, would be at its 
lowest when the reservoir was discharging, this loss of waiter would ho at a maximum. 

When wo add to tho above the less which would ensue from evaporation duo to 
the action of the African sun upon the long and shallow reaches of water, ii is evident 
that the total waste would be considerable, and thu longer tho distances between the 
reservoir and thu point of delivery, iho greater this waste would be. 

The Public Works Ministry then considers* and in tins opinion Sir Benjamin 
linker fully concurs, that it i*s absolutely necessary for tho success of the sclieme, even 
although a dam may bo eventually constructed far to tho south, that a second work 
shall ho built north of the second cataract, and ns near to tins point of delivery as is 
consistent with obtaining «, sound site for its const motion. 

The Technical Advisers of the Government consider that they have proved the 
Assouan cataract to ho the only safe site north of Wndy Haifa, and consequently the 
question narrows itself into tho smallest limits. Whatever may be done else where* 
the construction of a reservoir dam at the Assouan cataract is an absolute necessity If 
tho scheme of water storage is carried out at all. 

Accepting tho foregoing conclusions as filial, tho .Ministry of Public Works is of 
opinion that the most reasonable course to follow is to commence with the construction 
of tho Assouan dam. This will take several years to build, and it is possible that 
during the progress of the work opportunities may arise for Investigating tho country 
to the south.

Farther Memorandum by Major Wingate on Father RosignoU’s Escape. 

THE following is a very brief summary of Father Resign oil's account ot the 
occurrences immediately following the escape of Father Ohrwalder, and of the present 
situation in the Soudan, 

He states that, immediately on Ohrwatckr's escape becoming known, be ami the 
remaining mcmlHjre of the Austrian Mission were at once thrown into prison* and a 
strict inquity held, hut after three days, it having been ascertained that no one hail 
any knowledge of the escape, they were released ; though the supervision over all 
ISaropeana was made more strict; and to bo seen, talking to each other in public was 
always dangerous. 

Rmijmoli states that the system of spying and repuriing, already described by 
Ohrwalder, is worse than ever- no such thing as friendship exists, as there is no 
confidence between acquaintances. 

The Khulifn’s authority has nut decreased, and in Otmlutman itself the population 
live in daily dread of some sudden manifestation of his displeasure.

Onur states that the relatives of the Khalifa have advised him not to attack the 
Italians, as they ore afraid that ;i defeat, coupled with the discontent nenv prevailing in 
Omdurffiiiti, might cause a revolt (see Staten's letter). 

Onur adds it is rumoured at Omdurmnn that lhrnhim-el-Khidil is going to collect a 
force of the inhabitants of Berber and follow Saved Homed, 

Unsaid had. arrived at Omtiurnian, but the Khalifa would not ite him, and called 
him by the name of Halima (a common name amooget slave-girls), and gave order* that 
his name should always be mentioned with scorn and contempt. 

When Onur was at Omdurmun, Ahmed Fedil and \ur Angara were recalled to 
Omdurmmu owing to a dispute which took place between them at Godaref. 

The Khalifa wus so angry witii them that he kept them three days before admitting 
thorn to his presence.

A? regards the character of the Khalifa, what strikes me most is bis extraordinary 
activity and his tact. Latterly, it is true, owing to hits luxurious mode ot living, he is 
less active, hut still lie personally considers every matter of importance, and never fetus to 
give his decision, fie shows his tact in tiic way lie governs the immense number oi 
different tribes who have all their special manners ami customs, each often differing widely 
from the other. 

Amongst sill these tribes arc many able men, and yet, beside the Khalifa, they arc sis 
Hoiking, so completely has lie made every one submit to ids hated authority. _ L he fact is 
that the Khali Ik inspires every otic wills terror. All acknowledge hi.s ability, and the 
futility qf attempting to plot against him. His spies are everywhere, and nothing cun bo 
concealed from him. His despotism is absolute, uud lie knows well that unless some 
power 1mm outside comes to the assistance of his wretched subjects, they cun do nothing 
against Kim. His Mu lari cnin. show him the most implicit obedience, ’When in his 
presence they stand with bent head and folded hands, ond show the greatest alacrity in 
carrying out his orders. 

Within the hist few years he has gradually surrounded himself by people of Ids own 
tribe, vriiD:have emigrated from the West and mode the Nile Yalley their home, hivse 
people art very well treated, nnd live on the lands of the Auhirl lkdud, who have bmi 
ejected.

Staten is still one of the Khalifa’s Mulazimin, and has to attend pray art at the 
tuosque Jive times a-day. Ho cannot leave tlae Khalifa’s door unless tlio latter hm gone 
into his harem, The only hours he ;s free are between 5 and 11 a.m,* and then he some- 
times rides to the bazaar on a donkey, I used to see him about one® every two months. 
He is also free after 10 f.ji., when the Khalifa goes to sleep; hut Slaton does not like to 
talk to us, ns the Khali fa warned him to have no intercourse with the Musi Imamu, i.e,, 
peiisijns who have become Moslems. The Khalifa does not treat, him as well os he did 
formerly* but lie still draws a .small amount of pay from the Bdt-d-Mul, He is a man of 
gleat tact, and that alone saves him from falling a victim to the Khali (Vs displeasure, 
Slaton has a black female servant but no children. The Khalifa is very anxious that he 
should increase his ties with Otndurinan, ns he knows they would render his escape loss 
likely ; hot for the same reason Slaton i* equally anxious to avoid this, and invariably sells 
the many good-looking slaves which the Khalifa frequently presses upon him. The 
Khalifa frequently boasts of having the great European Pasha (Slaien) ns his prisoner. 

It is very difficult for Shi tan to escape, but not impossible.

Mr, Klein’* widow, -VIclank and her two children, Joseph and Teresa, are also in

Father Ohnvirider has correctly described the system of justice ; hut, if anything, it 
is worse than ever. The name justice is a mockery. Bribery and Corruption oF the very 
worst description prevail throughout the Soudan. 

Fines and confiscation of property have taken the place ot mutilation el limbs* and 
in consequence great numbers ol persons have been reduced to absolute begg ary. 

Immorality of the most appalling description is practised by both sexto, young <md 
uldj nnd disease from this cause is making great ravages amongst the people. No steps 
are taken to cheek ini morality or the spread of disease. 

Alter the imprisonment ai Kadi Ahmed* his place wos taken by Sulcimau-d-Hedjaz; 
he made smile attempt to ntluri[lister law in accordance with Use Sharia, but the Khalifa 
would not have it. 

When the Khalifa Yakub or Sheikh Ed Din are absent from prayers, the duties ot 
Imam are perforated by the Kadi; Lhi* again is ordered by the Khalifa, eo as to show Wad 
Hutu that hiit authority will uot, be recog n toed. 

The late Mnhdi’s wives (the OrultiiL-d-Muminin) are still kepi closely Confined to 
their house; the Khaliiu occasionally enters by a secret door and visits the younger and 
prettier ones; they get an occasional grant of money, but after Khalifa Sherd’s attempted 
revolt, Abdulla ordered them to gain their own livelihood by spinning and weaving.

reported the presence in the west of the province of a force of Belgians who had come by 
way of the Congo. This we could not understand, nor were wc convinced about the loot 
taken from Emin's men, for the articles looked comparatively new, nnd could never have 
been all those years in Equateria. 

It is known in Omdurmun that Emin Pasha withdrew from Equatoria, then returned, 
nnd was eventually kilted on his way to the Congo. There is a small post at Pashodu 
under a Tauisha Emir, whose duty is t,o collect taxes nnd give facilities to the steamers 
passing up nnd down. 

The ShtMukh are no longer a sfiime of anxiety to the Khalifa; Zaki TummaPs 
campaign against them resulted in most of their Chiefs fcufjpg taken, and a largo number of 
slaves being seat to Otwlumuin. 


Behr-ct- Ghvzatl, 

From reports recently received by the Khalifa, he has no doubt that a Christian force 
is now established in the Hahr- l-Ghezal, but its intentions are quite unknown; it is 
thought that the force sent against them under Kb atom Musa will be ample to arrest their 
advance. This force came from El Ohrid, and is marching: bto the Ball r-d "Ghana! bv 
^hekka, but the mi ns have arrested ifa progress. 


Rabeh Zwirir. 

The name of Rabeli Siubeir is now well known in, Oruduxuiun. and there fa drily some 
fresh rumour regarding his movements, but these are nf course quite unreliable; [ill that 
fa really known is. that he lias a huge force in the Far West, and that, his authority Extends 
to the frontiers of Darfur, The Khalifa imagines that. Hubei* is supplied with arms and 
ammunition by Zubcir Pasha. 


Darfur and Kordofan. 

Not very much is known in Omdurmun of the stare of affairs in Darfur mid Kovdofan. 
The Emir Mahmud bus a large force, hut just a few days he fore 1 escaped, an urgent 
request came from him for reinforcements; and in spite of the Khalifa's anxiety to 
dispatch every available man towards Kassala, 1 believe that lie will comply with 
Mahmud's request, for he is very uneasy about affair* in the West, People'say that 
Mahmud’s difficulties are only local; hut if that were the case, he could easily have quelled 
them with die force ut Ids disposal. It is said that the' bulk of his troops are at Kl Pusher, 
and that only a Comparatively small number are at El Ohrid* 

The blacks of the Nuba mountains are still independent, in spite of all the efforts of 
the Dervishes Us subjugate them* 


JVftd Tnr-ei-Gim. 

This individual is still in the Beni Shsuigut hills, and is quite independent of the 
Khalifa. Merchants from Qindurusan frequently go to Isis country with cotton goods, 
and return with gold (lust, lie is now absolute in the Fazogli districts ; but lie deed not 
appear anxious to attack the Dervishes unless they encroach on his authority. 


QoUnhnt, 

There is practically no Dervish force at Gnllnbat. When I left Omdurcinni. ihu 
Khalifa did not appear anxious about the Abyssinian frontier,, and I was under the 
impression matters were peaceable hot ween the Dervishes and Abyssinimin.*

intelligence continually arriving from Tiarfi and Slim afforded ground for the suspicion 
that possibly it treacherous attack cm the Italian Colony was contemplated by Has 
Mangas ha and lias Alula. 

General Bara fieri had concentrated the troops at his disposal at Asmara, and was 
awaiting a clearer development of the situation. 

M. SilvcstrelU added that this information had been sent to the Intelligence 
Department at Cairo l>y the Italian Colonial authorities, in ease the rumours, now 
current,, of Abyssinian threats against the Italians should possibly influence the 
movements of the Dervishes.

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soldier at Alexandria. I venture to draw your Excellency's .serious attention to Sir 
Charle* Gooksoidsobservations. 

Tiie eharneter of the Alexandrian mob is unfortunately but too well known. X 
fully agree with Sir Charles Cookson’s opinion that in cases such as that of the soldier 
Campbell the real danger of serious disturbance lies in the fact that the bystanders 
often interfere between the police and the European, whether a soldier or a civilian, 
whose conduct, has attracted attention. I venture to express a hope that very strict 
orders will Ik* given to the police to do all in their power to prevent any such inter¬ 
ference, and that it should be strongly impressed upon them that one, and that not the 
least important, portion of their duties is to protect isolated Europeans against f-ho 
attacks of the mob. 

The issue of instructions in ibis, sense is all the more necessary- owing to the 
feeling which at present exists amongst the British soldiers, especially those at 
Alexandria, to which Sir Charles Cooksnn alludes, 'll'liere can, in fact, be no doubt that 
the comrades of the man who was recently found dead consider that he was murdered 
by the natives of Alexandria.

UNDER the instructions conveyed in your Lordship's despatch No. 57 of the 
20th April last, a discretionary power was given to me to assent to the draft Decree 
inclosed in Zuifikar Pasha's note of tlie iOlh May, 18U0 l %vitb the omission of the Article 
relating to the recogmlion of English as one of the languages of ihc Mixed Courts. 1 
was authorized to inform the Egyptian Government of the decision of Her Majesty** 
Government * f at the moment which 1 might consider most suitable.” 

I have up to the present moment delayed taking any action in this matter, as L have 
been awaiting the result of the negotiations between the Egyptian and Greek Govern¬ 
ments on the subject of a Commercial Convention. Moreover, the Representatives of 
the other Powers interested in the matter bad not spoken to me on llie subject. 

I now learn that the Greek negotiations are likely to lie prolonged, oven if they 
eventually lead to ruiy practical result, which appears to be doubt fid. Further, the 
Danish Consul-General lias been urging mu to move fn the malter. 

Under these circumstances, I have gout an official letter, of which i have the honour 
to inclose a copy, to Boutros Pft-sha, intimating the nssenl- of Her Majesty** Government 
to the draft Decree with the omission of the language clause, 

1 iruxt my action will meet with your Lordship's approval, 

(Confidential.) 

1 should add that 1 think it very doubtful whether* even now, the Decree appointing 
a Judge on the Court of Appeal to represent the minor Lowers will be issued. The 
French Government has not yet agreed to the Decree. They have up to the present 
time always based their disinclination to accept on the language danse. This excuse 
can now no longer fie made* and Dus is one of the reason# which led me to net on the 
discretionary power given to me by your Lordship. We arc thus no longer placed in an 
invidious position us regards the minor Powers. But I have cause to believe that, in 
addition to the reason to which \ have alluded above* another exists, At present there 
are tiro French Judge* on the Court of Appeal. One is temporary, and, in virtue of an 
Arrangement made Homo year* ago, the French Government 3s under nil engagement not 
to ask ior a second Judge when one of the two Judges now on rise bench vacates bis 
place. 3 have, however* very little doubt, that, when the time comes, the French wilt 
endeavour to secure the nnurination of a second French Judge, and, aw they think that 
thu nomination of a Judge to represent the minor Powers will probably weaken then 
chances of success, it is likely that some excuse still bo found for not agreeing to the 
Decree of 1890.
